TWENTY-TWO YEARS AFTER, AMERICA PONDERS ITS WORLD WAR LESSONS 


ARMY PARADES BY CAPITOL ON WAR ANNIVERSARY 


n April 5 the powerful Senate Foreign Relations 

Committee sat down to consider revision of the 
Neutrality Act, America’s “peace policy” in a war- 
threate . If any American failed to realize 
that this was the most vital question now facing 
himself and his country, he was soon shocked alert. 
Within a few hours Benito Mussolini, thrusting across 
the Adriatic at Albania to wage Europe's first war 
between nations since 1923 (see p. 20), was threaten- 
ing to pull the trigger of a Europe all cocked and 
primed for a Second World War infinitely more ter- 
rible than the First. And Army Day parades in Wash- 
ington (left) and throughout the land were remind- 
ing America that it had finally proved unable, just 
22 years before, to stay out of the First World War. 

The Neutrality Act, designed to keep America out 
of the Second World War, represents an earnest and 
patriotic attempt to do what mankind has so rarely 
done in the past: profit from the lessons of history. 
It is based on two profound convictions. One, rising 
from bitter post-War disillusionment and shared by 
seven out of ten Americans polled two years ago was 
that it had been a tragic mistake for America to en- 
ter the World War. The other was that interference 


by German U-boats with our Allied trade, and the 
ndous economic stake which we nonetheless 
red in the Allied cause, had been the pri 
fluences which drew us into the War. 
Analyzing the various means by which Americans 
had been angered by Germany and acquired a com- 
pelling economic interest in an Allied victory, the 
Act's authors moved to prevent a repetition of these 
influences by providing: 1) that whenever the Pres- 
ident proclaims a state of war to be existing any- 
where in the world, export of American munitions to 
the nations involved shall be totally prohibited; 2) 
that the President may thereafter forbid American 
ships to carry any other commodities to warring na- 
tions; 3) that he may require belligerent buyers of 
other commodities to send their own ships to get the 
goods and pay cash for them before leaving Ameri- 
can ports (“cash & carry”); 4) that Americans shall 
be forbidden to deal in the securities of warring 
nations, or make long-term loans to them. Finall 
to forestall another such wave of indignation as 
swept America when the Lusitania was sunk, Ameri- 
can citizens with certain exceptions shall be forbid- 
den to travel on vessels owned by warring nations.

Mussolini grabs Albania; Boss Pendergast meets the tax collector; Britain mans its anti-aircraft guns 


The weapons that Italy tested in the Spanish Civil 
War did not remain idle long after the Nationalist- 
Italian victory in Spain. What started things moving 
was the British and French decision to fight for 
Poland. One look at the map of Europe will show 
that Hitler, unless he wants to fight a general war, 
must divert his drive to the southeast. He screamed 
impotently that the “devilish” British had begun 
again to encircle Germany with military alliances, 
then went off on a three-day Strength-ThroughJoy 
cruise on the 8.8. Robert Ley. 

In Britain Chamberlain went off fishing in Scot- 
land, after inviting all the European nations who 
are “unhappy, anxious and 
uncertain about Ger- 
many’s future intentions” 
to accept Britain's pro- 
tection, He was talking 
to Rumania, Yugoslavia, 
Greece and Turkey and on 
beyond to Soviet Russia, 
“ideological differences 
not really counting in a 
question of this kind.” 

In this moment of cheer 
for the democraci the 
Belgians voted down both Fascists and Communists 
and went moderate. And the French agreed to re- 
elect their President Lebrun for 
aiteciul theieunited frontisgatbt the dicta torshine: 
‘The most nervous State in Europe was Yugo- 
slavia, whose Premier hastily began offering con- 
cessions to the disgruntled Croat minority. Just as 
these talks were finished, trouble struck. The Italian 
Chief of Staff General Pariani had been conferring 
with Germany’s No. 1 General Wilhelm Keitel in 
Innsbruck, On Good Friday the preliminaries were 
complete and Mussolini attacked Albania (see pp. 

21). This outrageous double-cross violated half 
a dozen “solemn obligations” of Fascist Italy, in- 
cluding the 1987 promise to Britain not to change 
the status quo in the Mediterranean (which includes 
the Adriatic veral Italian divisions bobbed up 
‘on Italy's Dodecanese Islands in the Aegean, along 
with German Propaganda Minister Paul Joseph 
Goebbels. Presently four Soviet Russian destroyers 
sailed through the Dardanelles out into the Aegean. 
‘The titanic jockeying of the Great Powers to swing 
the little powers of Europe 
into line seemed to have 
begun in grim earnest. The 
issue was squarely up to 
Hitler and Mussoli 
whether they prefer their 
dreams of empire or the 
peaceful survival of their 
people, Adolf Hitler, to 
get an “inspired” answer 
to this terrible question, 
retired to the solitude of a 
Bavarian mountain top. 
Neville Chamberlain gave up his fishing and came 
back to London on Easter Sunday to await the worst. 


Recognition for Franco. On April 1 the United States 
granted diplomatic recognition to General Francisco 
Franco's Spain, at the same time lifting the “neu- 
trality” embargo that had made Spanish-American 
relations so anomalous for the last two years. Last 
of the big democracies to take this step, America 
simply acknowledged that no power remained to

Labor's Troubles. The week of April 2-8 was a bad one 
for Labor. In New York, delegates of the A. F. of L.

‘Throughout the Appalachian region, $20,000 soft- 
coal miners idled while mine operators and John L. 
Lewis’ United Mine Workers deadlocked over pro- 


visions of a new contract. In Cleveland and Detroit, 
automobile workers split wider than ever as Homer 
Martin prepared to lead his 15% fraction into the 
A.F. of L. But the hardest blow of all was dealt in 
Philadelphia on April 3 when a Federal Court ruled 
that a C.1.0. Hosiery Workers’ local would have to 
pay $711,982.55 to the Apex Hosiery Company for 
injury to Apex’s plant and business in a sit-down 
strike two years ago. Thus for the first time the 
right of an employer to collect damages resulting 
from a sit-down strike was recognized by law.

Des the next few weeks the love life of the Alaska fur seal 
starts in earnest, with the arrival of thousands of eligible 
male seals at the Pribilof Islands rookeries in the Bering Sea, 
Larger and stronger than the common hair seals seen in 2008 
and circuses, these seals have, beneath their coarse outer hair, 
a coat of fine fur from which sealskin coats are made.

thomas Mann was born to a life of large and splendid 

case, of liberty, knowledge and peaceful creation, 
and with the endowment of a genius whose harmoni- 
ous development never faltered, During his long and 
fertile years in Germany no one could have prophesied 
that at the height of his fame, the mutually nourish- 
ing union between the German people and their great- 
est novelist would be ruptured—that one day, out- 
lawed by a wanton and destructive regime, he would 
be forced to seck a haven in foreign lands 

The inconceivable has happened. Thomas Mann, 
the foremost literary figure of his age, is in exile 
The world that he knew has been overwhelmed by a 
catastrophe of incalculable extent, and he is today 
an alien, a petitioner for citizenship in che United 
States, It is a land new and strange to him but one 
which he esteems as the classic ground of democracy, 
the center, as he has said, co which Western culture 
is shifting for “‘the duration of the present European 
dark age." 

Although the safe, sure society that sustained 
him in the past is in ruins, Mann has not fallen 
into despair. Once proud of being detached from

Thrown into the pit, Joseph fulfills che fate ordained for him 
through his suffering he is reborn and made whole again 

Joseph in Egypt, the third part, appeared in the original 
German in a single volume. At thac time Mann's work was 
already banned in the Reich, and the book was published in 
Vienna in 1936. Alfred A. Knopf, his American publisher, 
brought it out in ewo volumes last year. It is a resplendent 
and complex world in which Joseph finds himself when he is 
sold as a slave into the home of Potiphar, the eunuch prince 
who is married to Mut, the moon-chaste priestess. Joseph 
retains his spiritual integrity, his own single God, despite 
the manifold temptations that beset him in the “monkey 
land"’ of Egypc. Even the Lady Mut, whose womanhood is 
awakened by Joseph from its enchanted quictude, cannot 
compel her Asiatic house slave co bi his bond wich the 
God of his fathers. The Lady Mut is perhaps Mann's most 
fascinating portrait, This voluptuous woman mirrors in 
herself the subtle and decadent civilization of Egypt, and 
the description of her anguished and frustrated love is one 
of the most superb accounts of passion in all literature.

In this third part of the saga, Mann's humor has full play. 
‘A humor which is closely related to the German which he 
writes, ic nevertheless carries over in Mrs. H. T. Lowe- 
Porter's excellent translation. The two dwarfs, Gottliebchen 
and Dudu, carry on their ug of war over Joseph's soul with 
comic ferocity. And the victory of the good little Gott- 
liebchen over the pompous and scheming Dudu tempers the 
sorrow that the reader feels at Joseph's disgrace at the end 
of the book. 

Joseph is the most ideal figure ever projected by Mann. 
He resolves the morbid conflicts that torment the principal 
characters of his earlier stories, for in Joseph are joined the 
artist and the man of action, the man of words and the man 
of deeds. Embodying the highest faculties and ideals of 
mankind, he may well represent Mann's reply to the Fascist 
contempt for the human being. 

Now the novelist is about to begin writing the last part 
of the tale.

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TEST PILOTS PROVE THAT 
ITS SCIENTISTS ARE RIGHT 


hen the N.A.C.A, scientists are finally satisfied with 

the design and structure of all of the parts of a new 
plane, they turn to the two things which actually make 
the plane fly—the propeller and the engine. Though the 
airplane has been immensely improved during the past 
20 years, it still has far to go before it becomes fully effi- 
cient. Proof of this is the noise made in flight. The great 
er the noise the greater the waste because energy is be- 
ing transformed into sound; the less the noise the greater 
the proportion of motive power being utilized to pull the 
plane, 

Of the three types of airplane noises, the one caused by 
the flow of air around the plane is largely dealt with by 
streamlining the plane. Propellers make the loudest 
sound because they bend and vibrate. This and engine 
noises are studied in the c sphere,” the giant steel 
ball which engineers call an “apple” (shown on opposite 
page).

will afford Mann an opportunity to draw striking parallels with the 
time in which we live. 

He hopes to do it ina single volume, Bue he knows how tenuous 
is chat hope, partly a form of self-delusion such as he has indulged 
in before when faced with a long and difficult work. “I could not 
begin without such a hope," he has said, ‘no matter how clearly 
I see it is an illusion.” 

The outward form of Mann's genius is discipline, the habit of 
work that holds him six days a week co his desk. Looking back it 
is difficult co discover the origin of this habit in his early life. He 
was born into an aristocratic family in the ancient North German 
town of Libeck almost 64 years ago. Merchants, men of wealth in 
this Hanseatic stronghold, the Manns were also senators and consuls, 
Thomas, destined to follow in the traditional pattern, rebelled 
against the stiff regimen of his school, the heavy formalism of life 
among the elect of Libeck, And he found ready sympathy from 
his charming, talented mother who was the daughter of a German 
planter in Brazil and his Portugese-Creole wife. Temperamental, 
beautiful and unusually musical, Mann’s mother understood her 
son’s distaste for a business carcer and his interest in art, Bue 
Thomas was not actively unhappy. In the summer there was escape 
to the seaside, Travemiinde on the Baltic, a charming hotel, a long 
gentlebeach, gardens in which the boy drowsed away long, idledays. 


Fame came to Mann at 25 


In several of his earlier stories there are candid accounts of his 
youth revealing the conflicts of those early days. With the death 
of the head of the family, Frau Mann moved to the more congenial 
atmosphere of Munich, taking with her the younger children and 
leaving Thomas as a boarder in a professor's houschold to finish his 
school. When he first rejoined the family in the South, there was 
a brief interlude in an insurance office. But he knew his destiny, 
He had begun to write. And with an allowance that his mother 
granted him out of the comfortable income she had inherited, he 
went to Rome where his older brother, Heinrich, had already begun 
a literary career. 

Serious young Thomas soon began to write a novel about a pros- 
perous merchant family in Liibeck, its rise, its cycles of living— 
feastings, christenings and Christmases—and finally its decline. 
In Munich, two and a half years after he had set down the first 
words, Buddenbrooks was finished. Twenty-five, looking much 
younger, he went to post the bulky handwritten manuscript, his 
only copy. On the registry blank he put down a valuation of a 
thousand marks, and he remembers that the post-office clerk smiled. 
From that moment his success, literary and financial, was assured. 
More than a million copies had been sold in Germany alone up to 
the time the Nazis banned Mann's writings. 

The idyl of success that began with publication of this first novel 
Mann shared with his wife, who had been Katja Pringsheim, the 
daughter of a cultivated German family in Munich. She took over 
from the first the duties of secretary-guardian to her poet-dreamer 
husband. Six children were born of the marriage, Erika, the eldest, 
in 1906 and Michael, the youngest, in 1918—as Mann has written, 
“amid the thunder of cannon, on the day when the Communise 
republic had fallen and the White troops entered Munich.” 

The Mann family lived in a big, comfortable house in Munich. 
Summers they spent at Télz on the Isar, later in a cottage on the 
dunes along the Baltic near Memel. It was a lively family, charged 
with all the excitement of the times. Erika and Klaus, the eldest 
son, were going in for the new drama, the new politics, the new lit-

The short story, 
Disorder and Early Sorrow, reflects with humor and sympathy the 
perilous uncertainty of the inflation years. 

In 1924 The Magic Mountain was published. Set in a tuberculosis 
sanitarium, this long novel is a searching analysis, in little, of Eu- 
rope’s decaying culture. And ic is also a fascinating story of a dozen 
‘or more characters of almost as many nationalities thrown together 
in a miniature universe of fever charts and frenetic love affairs. In 
translation it marked the rise of the novelist’s American reputation. 

To the amazement of publisher and author this analytic work had 
a kind of popularity, To date it has sold nearly 85,000 copies. This 
compares with 19,000 copies of Joseph in Egypt (plus 144,681 copies 
distributed by the Book-of-the-Month Club as a dividend to mem- 
bers). Mann's royalties last year were close to $20,000.

after him. One day his wife telephoned a friend in New York to 
say they would be unable ro come to the symphony concert that 
evening because her husband had to speak for the newsreel. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had asked him to, she explained. Bur how do you 
know that President Roosevelt wants him to speak, the persistent 
friend demanded. “Oh, the newsreel man told us so,” said Mrs. 
Mann. 

Last year Mann lectured across the country in 23 cities on The 
Coming Victory of Democracy, which in book form has sold nearly 
25,000 copies, Now he is on another lecture tour that has taken him 
to the West coast. He reads his lecture in the largest hall in the city 
to an audience that is usually capacity. Before starting on tour 
he reads his manuscript over and over to his translator, Mrs. Lowe- 
Porter, and she coaches him on pronunciation and inflection. Even 
so his audiences occasionally complain that his English is difficult 
to understand. 

The substance of his message, verbal and written, in The Coming 
Victory of Democracy is a powerful affirmation of the human values 
that underlie any decent society. He believes that democracy can 
beat off the assaults of the dictatorships by a militant rediscovery of 
itself, “Democracy’s resources of vitality and youthfulness cannot 
be overestimated,” he has said. “‘In comparison the youthful inso- 
lence of Fascism is a mere grimace."” 

Mann believes chat war at this stage of history is nothing more 
than a “cowardly retreat from the problems of peace.”” Yet he sees 
no hope for Democracy if it continues to retreat indefinitely. He 
likes to quote as "a thoroughly democratic slogan" Bergson’s recent 
exhortation: ‘Act as men of thought, think like men of action." 


In his new role as “cultural statesman” 


During the last War, Thomas Mann patriotically supported mon- 
archy as perhaps the best form of government for the German people 
but his incellectual stand was that of the non-political man. He 
stuck to that position through the turbulent post-War years but 
today he says: 

“T must regretfully own that in my younger years I shared that 
dangerous German habit of thought which regards life and 
tellect, art and politics as totally separate worlds. In those days 
we were all of us inclined to view political and social matters as 
non-essentials that might as well be trusted to politicians. And we 
were foolish enough to rely on the ability of these specialists to 
protect our highest interests 

And Mann has assumed his self-imposed duty by becoming the 
most distinguished anti-Fascist writer and speaker in the world 
today, the artist as cultural statesman. There are those who have 
feared he would be deflected from the principal task of his life. Such 
a doubt has never troubled Mann himself. He believes in his des- 
tiny, in his star. Soon he will begin writing the last volume of his 
Joseph series. This monumental work he is creating on foreign soil, 
‘at a time when in Germany literature has been degraded to the 
status of a department in Dr. Goebbels’ Ministry of Propaganda. 
And it is just possible that our age, for all the names that stare 
out of the headlines of the moment, may be known for that work 
and its author.
